both | There is undoubtedly a war spirit both ‘in 


Great Britain and in the United Btates at 
this time; bunt we do not think that there 
will be war, or that, if there shall be, the 
fiery tide will set so strongly against the 
United States as our old fellow-citizen ap- 


_ “Mr. Sumner’s speech has caused great 
irritation and excitement in England, and 
has done more damage than the Alabama 
ever did. Its effect has been to depreciate 
American stocks some three per cent. on 
the London market, with the prospect o¥ | 
their going lower and lower, and that 
seems to be driving the price of gold up in 
New York: * 

“Thave taken some pains to ascertain 
the feeling in England, and am satisfied 
that itis roused to such a point that war 
with the United States would be popular 
generally: No ministry ean ignore the 
state of public sentiment on that subject, 
which is manifest in aJl ranks. And I have 
good reason for the belief that the British 
authorities are quietly making preparations 
for the crisis. The first object of their at- 
tention would be the preservation of their 
West India possessions, and a thorough 
peparation of their navy for defense gen- 


erally. 

“The subject of war is freely discussed, 
and my opinion is that Great Britain is 
more thoroughly excited than she was 
when the Trent affair took place. It is 
thought there is no immediately impend- 
ing war, but there is certainly a dark por- 
tent that checks commercial enterprise and 
operates very injuriously as a matter of 
potinds, shillings, and pence.- Many say 
that war would be better than such uneaai- 
ness and anxiety. 

“You may set it down as certain that 
the United States will never get any 
further Concession than was made in the 
Reverdy Johnson treaty in the interest of 
peace. John Bull is tired of being bullied, 
and they say here that he will no longer 
permit Brother Jonathan to be thrusting 
his fist in Bull's face in a threatening man- 


‘ner. They clearly understand that the 


United States wish to keep the subject open 
for agitation, to be used whenever the 
United States are in a situation to make a 
peremptory demand, which will of course 
be refused, thus affording a pretext to make 
@ declaration of war, to shake off all 
obligations of debt to citizens of 
Great Britain, and to seize upon the British 
possessions of North America. They un- 
derstand that the United States considers it 
@ necessity to unite her possessions on the 
Pacific and to take Vancouver's Island, 
that there is a party necessity tor 
New England to get Canada and 
other. contiguous possessions, includ- 
ing the fisheries. They do not doubt 
that any pretext to accomplish these ob- 
jecte will be seized hold of, and that, after 
taking the territory, the United States will 
be very civil for peace on the uli possidetis 
principle. 
“But they say here, that, if there is to be 
a fight, it is best not to let the United 
States bide her own time, but that they 
should rather hurry it up; that they are 
thoroughly tired of blustering nonsense. 
Public sentiment has got to such a pitch, 
+ that the Government will be called upon 
and obliged to hurry up the explanations 
with the United States. They discuss the 
matter in private circles very freely, and 
say that, with the aid they can give the col- 
onies, a vigorous resistance will be made, 
but in the end that the United States will 
Overrun their celonies. 
“On the other hand they think that at 
the outect the United States will make a 
effort on the seas and give them 
great trouble. But by the second cam- 
paign, when Engiand arms the mercantile 
ships with great in sailors, they 
say that they can drive the United States 
from the seas and shut her up in her own 
ports, and that, if she takes the colonies, 
Great Britain will never make peace or 
give the Usiitdl States access to the ocean 
until she surrenders the colonies, that the 
chance of ‘war may throw into her‘ 


hands. 

“It would be a disastrous war. It may 
“be avoided. But it cannot be passed over 
without great calmness and care on the 
part of the United States. They are now

Legisiating by Preciamation. 

When President Grant learned trom his 
Attorney General that no existing law 
would permit eight hours of labor to be 
paid for as ten, he resorted to proclamation. 
He undoubtedly supposed that his procla- 
mation was a sort of supplementary law as 
valid as any otherlaw. That he actually 
viewed. the matter thus, that he was really 
under the belief that ten hours’ compensa- 
tion for eight hours’ work was not law by 
any authority of the regular legislation of 
the Government but was made law by the 
simple force of his proclamation, is clearly 
manifest from the answer that he made to 
a committee of citizens who called on him 
and inquired whether the increased com- 
pensation for eight hours’ work was to be 
reckoned from the date of the enactment of 
the eight hours’ law of Congress or from 
the date of his proelamation. He replied 
that.it must be reckoned from the date of 
his proclamation. Now if the eight hours’ 
law ot Congress, a law signed by the Pres- 
ident, was a law that the labor of eight 
hours should be paid for as the labor of 
ten, the increased pay should of course be- 
gin at the time when the law was signed, 
that is, at the time when the law became a 
law. Any other construction is of course 
simply absurd. 

It is evident, therefore, that it was Presi- 
dent Grant's intention in his proclamation 
to make, to ordain, to enact, to create a 
law, and that he considered himself as do- 
ing this. In his view, the law of Con- 
gress was that the Government employes 
should be at liberty to stop work at the 
end of eight hours, receiving only the pay 
of eight hours, but Ais law, the law breathed 
into bemg by the breath of his proclama- 
tion, is that they shall have the pay of ten 
hours. 

It is difficult to say whether such things 
are the more sad or laughable. If Gen. 
Grant didn’t have around him the most 
miserable Cabinet that ever existed, noth- 
ing so wretchedly preposterous could pos- 
sibly occur, for he has repeatedly shown 
that he is as limp and flaccid asan empty 
bag. But no doubt his whole Cabinet, 
like himself, was frightened by the notifi- 
cation, that,unless eight hours should count 
as ten, the Radical party would lose three 
hundred thousand votes in ‘the first elec- 
tions. What cared Grant and his Cabinet 
how laws should be made, whether by 
proclamation or by conjuration or by any 
other conceivable process, where three 
hundred thousand votes were involved! 

Now that Grant has got his hand fairly 
in, we may no doubt expect the making of 
laws by proclamation to be a common 
affair. Radicalism needs never to be ata 
loss hereafter for any laws it may want.

New Discovery Concerning Iron. 

Mr. Gore, of the Royal Society of London, 
has noticed a new fact in the behavior of iron. 
under the infinence of heat and strain. A 
strained iron wire was heated to redness by a 
current of voltaic electricity, and then the 
current being discontinaed, was allowed to 
cool. It was observed that there arrived a 
momentin the process of eooling at which 
the wire suddenly clongated, and then 
gradually shortened, until ft became perfeetly 
cold, remaining, however, permanently 
elongated. No other metal besides iron ex- 
hibited this peenliarity, which Mr. Gore at-' 
tributes to a momentary molecular change; 
and he points out that this change would 
probably beppen.in Jarge masses of wrought 
iron, and would come inte operation in varjous 
cases where those masses are subjected to the 

eopjoint influence of heat and strain, as in 
various engineering operatians, the destruc- 
tion of bull by fire, and other cases, The 
phenomenon deserves a turthe: investigation, 
since every fact relating to iroa is of im- 
ce.

The Marmeny of Color in Fiowers, 

One of the obscure points of science is the 
cause of tha harmony of colors always ob- 
served in flowers... When two colors are 
found, they are generally complements of 
each other. The wild asters of autumo 
generally haye purple rays and yellow dise 
flowers, The pansy is yellow and parple, and 
the blue violet has its stamens yellow and its 
petals a reddish blue. In fact, yellows and 
purples generally go together in flower, A 
splendid example is afforded by the large 
Jris Germanica, the popular flower-de-luce 
of dur gardens. From the white 
base of its petals the corloriess sap 
passes imto the petals which become 
of a gergeous purple, while the beard of the 
petals becomes at the tip of a very rich yel- 
low, though the lower part of cach separate 
filament is of the purest white. What chem- 
ical or physical law determines the arrange- 
ment of color, if there be any such seconda- 
ry cause, is not yet disedvere Two Freach 
chemists, Fremy and Cioez, say that the tints 
of flowers are due to Oyanin, Xanthin and 
Xanthein. Cyanin is a vegetable blue which 
is reddened by acids. ‘A supply of vegetable 


the blue to rose color, while a scarcely sen- 
sible quantity might produce a purple. Xan- 
thin is a yellow from the sunflower, and Xan- 
thein the yellow of the dahlia. There prob- 
ably are other coloring substances.

TRUE KENTUCKY GRIT. 


A Few Words About Daniel [mesne and 
the Boone Centenni 
[To the Editor of the os mac 

As Kentuckians we are proud to observe with 
what spirit the proposition to hold the centen- 
nial celebration of the Introduction of the white 
race and civilization into Kentucty has been ra- 
ceived. 

Kentuckians are notoriously hospitable and 
gallant, and Kentucky is mot less distinzuished 
for the proper gratitude end veneration she dis- 
Playe toward those eminent men whose genius 
and daring th council and war have advanced her 
joteresta and her reputation. 

Those whe have done deeds of valor in her ser- 
vice, or Whuse spirit or gentus has enabled 
them to confer benefitg upen her and add luster 
to her historic page, live forever enshrined in 
grateful and swelling hearts. Their memortes 
are sacred amd dear to every true son and 
Gaaghter of Kent ucky. 

In 1767, a centary ago, the hero-pioneer, Dan- 
tel Boone, whom OQ’ Hara, the soldier-poet, termed 
“The Columbus of the West,”’ 
made the frst footing for the white race In the 
great and trackléss wilderness, now the 3 
and proud Commonwealth of Keatucky. When 
bis comrades had been killed or captured, and 
his brother feturned to North Oarolfna for am- 
munition and harses, Daniel Boone, rathef than 
give up Kentucky wholly again to the savages, 
remained the solitary occupaat of the country, 
filled as it was with Indians and wild beasts, and 
hundreds of miles from civilization. Wag he not 
the commander of the American army of occupa- 
tion in Kensacky?

termed the first Governor of Kentucky? 

Be that as it may, the old pioneer was the sole 
white man in this perilous wilderness for many 
months, and remained until he was re-enforced 
by his brother with supplies, ete. His preserva- 
tion was truly miraculous. Indeed, his whole 
history is so full of thrilling @ad wonderful ex- 
pieits in effecting the settlement of our State as 
to give the color of fact to his assertion that “he 
believed he was an instrument in the hands of 
the Almighty to introduce civilization into the 
Western wilds.” 

But we are informed that thé proposed cele- 
bration contemplates @ more cumpreXexsive 
retrospection of Kentucky Ristory than that 
alone of her distinguished Pioneer Boone aad 
his bero comrades. It is intended to secure the 
abiest orator of the State, wh0 shall, on this ap- 
propriate occasion, collect and pass in review 
for our bemnent and the worid'’s admiration the 
chief featares of the illustrious history Kentucky 
has made during the hundred years of which 
this, 1869, is the close. 

With so much in that history to fll the hearts 
of Kentuckians with a noble State pride, it is not 
eurp: istng that the contemplated centennta! cel- 
ebration and review meets the general favor it 
does. 

It willbe a grand occasion, in which every 
Kentuckian will fee! an interest, and will mark 
anepduring and memorable epoch in history.

‘ Weare in an age of progress, and the old 


ideas and sty les of the past are rapidly disap- 
pearing to give piace te those of the pres- 
ent.

We forget the splendors of 
the new one in the dear memories of the old 
For many years, then, no city bas bad better 
hotels than Louisville. Bat iatterly a 
new aspirant in this line has presented itsel 
for public favor,the “Willard,” owned by 
Whipsand Willard, 

THE WILLARD. 

And of all the hotels in Louisville there ig 
none so favored by locatien asthe Willar. 
Fronting as it doeson Jefferson, Center and 
Green streets, it has none of the confining air 
which may be objected to in other locations, 
And then too, it fronts the Courthouse 
Square, which approaches nearest to a public 
square of anything in the city. It occupies a 
central portion of the city, away from the 
bustle of the streets of trade, with the fresh 
breezes striking the whole building from the 
three Open streets on which it fronts, It is 
five stories high and 8 feet.on Jefferson 
street, 210 feet on Center, extending back to 
Green street.
